Professor Named by House 
Committee as Scientist Who 
Passed Atom Secrets to Reds 


Washington. Sept. 30 —(UP) — 


The house un-American 
activities 
committee today named Dr. Jo- 
seph W. Weinberg, University 
of 


Minnesota physics professor, as the 
"scientist X" who allegedly slipped 
wartime atomic secrets to a com- 
munist agent. 


In a formal report, the commit- 
tee recommended that the justice 
department prosecute Winberg on 
three counts of perjury. The leg- 
islators said th youthful scientist 
lied when he denied under oath: 


1. That he knew Steve 
Nelson, 


Moscow-trained communist 
agent 
to whom in March, 1943, he 
al- 


legedly gave a "formula

portance in the development of the 
atom bomb."

(That social 
security 
pension 


from the government is called old 
age insurance and is part

From social se 
curity he'll get a pension of $25 , 
month. Ford will add $75 to that t 
bring his total pension to $100. O 


Smith is retiring with a social se 
curity pension of $40 a month—th 
most any retiring worker can ge 
from social security now is $44.80— 
and Ford 
will give him $60 t 
bring his total pension to $100. 
; But —the worker has had to con 
tribute toward that part of the pen 
sion which he receives from th 
government. The Ford 
compan 
has had to contribute to it, too. 


A worker in a job covered by th 
social security pension program i 
taxed yearly one per cent of hi 
salary up to $3,000 and his boss i 
taxed an equal amont. 


Steelworkers and auto worker 


arc in jobs covered by the socia 
security law. Certain

workers, like farmers and the self 
jmployed, are not covered, arc 
not taxed and so get no pension. 
. The Ford company will be male 
ing two contributions to the

- The worker has paid only into th 
social security program. But th 
company not only has paid into th 
worker's 
social security pension 


but alone pays into the company' 
part of his pension. 


_ There are now in this country— 
according to the government's in 
tcrnal revenue bureau—about 10, 
000 pension systems, with pcrhap 
33 per cent of them being contrib 
uted to by employes, and the res 
paid in full by the companies. 
Those 10,000 systems 
don't

elude the casual pension arrange 
ments under which 
a 
company 


with no regular plan gives a pen 
sion to a retired employe on it 
own accord, without any guaran 
tees.
